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4. In October the beriiner ke liupg published a a Lory alleging tiiat 
Kolanczyk had been removed as president of the Fen-Europa Bund 
and replaced by Prof* Kurt Landsberg, the Berlin CEC leader. Buis 
story appears to be completely false; leading members suspect that 
it was invented by SED people, although they claim that the SEO, 
since the expulsion of Hasting, has retained very little influence 
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5. While the attempt of the SED to penetrate the Fan-Europa Bund was 
going on, the party studiously avoided any similar attempt on the 
Europe -Union. Under date of 9 July 1947 the Landesverband Berlin 
of the SED wrote to its members who were deputies in the city 
assembly and borough assemblies, urging them to decline the Invi- 
tation to join the Europa-Unlon which had been extended to all 
members of German parliaments and city councils.
